Nevertheless, Simpson said he and 
others were asked last Monday to pro¬ 
vide police with statements and DNA 
swabs, which suggests a homicide 
investigation. He added that investi-

Councillors also approved a $705,413 
budget for the WRCC this year, including 
$379,500 from the city. 

The city’s grant includes $332,000 in 

trust fund, as well as $47,500 from the 
city's contingency budget to cover any 
additional expenses.
